Stout Technology Park 
Nearly A Reality . 



A 20-year dream may finally be a 
reality as the Stout Foundation 
moves to aid in the development of 
a technology park for the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout. 

Because of the highly technical 
nature of many UW-Stout programs 
and the specific need for Stout 
students to have exposure to 
business and industry, it has been 
thought that having a specialized 
technology park near the university 
would provide several advantages to 
both business and university 
communities. 

Students would reap various 
benefits: the opportunity to work for 
small, growing companies in new 
high technology areas and handle 
"real time" problems, as well as to 
observe business development from 
a variety of angles. 

Businesses, in turn, would have 
casual accessibility to Stout's faculty, 
various data bases and its very 
specialized library, in addition to a 
substantial work force with specific 
interest in the industry. 

Background 

In 1968 the Stout Foundation 
purchased a tract of land on the 
eastern edge of Menomonie with the 
idea of developing a research and 
training park. Over the years that 
idea has been dormant, but recently 
the Foundation formed a technology 
park committee to explore 



possibilities. 

In the summer of 1987, the Stout 
Foundation contracted with a Twin 
Cities consulting firm to conduct a 
feasibility study. The results of that 
study were available in early 1988. 
The businesses and industries 
surveyed expressed a definite 
interest in locating facilities in a 
technology park because of the 
advantages UW-Stout's presence 
would offer. Several respondents 
indicated an immediate interest in 
developing sites in the park. 

"We were pleasantly surprised by 
the enthusiastic response," said M. 
James Bensen, Stout's dean of the 
School of Industry and Technology 
and chair of the Stout Foundation 
Technology Park Committee. 
"We quickly realized we have a 
viable idea here." 

The Foundation hired an architect 
to develop a plan for the actual site 
and to meet with a variety of city 
and state officials to explore possible 
funding for sewer, water, street and 
other essential utilities for the park. 

The goal is to have a basic 
infrastructure, for the park, in place 
by early 1989 and begin actual 
construction of various sites 
immediately thereafter. Alumni and

Bush Fellowship 

Awarded To 
Stout Alumnus 

Joseph Bressette, '75 recipient of 
the 1987 Outstanding Young Alumni 
Award from UW-Stout, has been 
awarded a Bush Leadership 
Fellowship from the Bush 
Foundation. 

Bressette is executive director of 
the Great Lakes Inter-Tribal Council, 
Inc. in Lac du Flambeau. He 
oversees the organization of pro- 
grams and initiatives serving 
Wisconsin's ten tribes. Bressette has 
applied to the Harvard JFK School of 
Government master of public 
administration program. He hopes to 
augment his experience to more 
effectively administer tribal 
programs. 

The objective of Bush Leadership 
Fellowships is to enrich, through 
academic or internship opportunities, 
the experience of strongly motivated 
individuals, in their mid-careers, and 
to prepare them for higher 
responsibility. 

Of the 260 applicants, 21 awards 
were made to men and women in 
northern and western Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, North Dakota and South 
Dakota. Bressette and Waldo Hagen, 
UW-River Falls, were the only 
awardees from Wisconsin.

New Chance 
Announced 



Charles W. Sorensen, historian 
and academic vice president of 
Winona State University in 
Minnesota, has been named the new 
chancellor of University of 
Wisconsin- Stout. In announcing the 
appointment, UW System President 
Kenneth A. Shaw said, "Charles 
Sorensen has the experience and 
correct philosophy to lead Stout into 
the future. Like its past leaders, he 
has a respect for tradition and for 
Stout's unique mission — and, as past 
leaders, he has shown a willingness 
to leave no stone unturned in 
assuring excellence" 

Acting Chancellor Wesley L. Face 
has worked with Sorensen through 
the American Association of State 
Colleges and Universities and feels 
that Sorensen will "do an excellent 
job" 

As Winona State's vice president 
for academic affairs, Sorensen has 
developed a strong partnership with 
IBM for the delivery of on-site 
employee instruction in computer 
science and mathematics. IBM, in 
turn, provides significant gift 
assistance and is instrumental in 
attracting more minority students. 

Sorensen has demonstrated the 
capabilities needed "to build on 
Stout's strength in technology while 
integrating liberal studies more com- 
pletely in that mission," stated 
Shaw. 

More than 100 candidates vied for 
the chancellor's position. Regent 
Ruth C. Clusen of Green Bay, 
chairperson for the chancellor selec- 




tion committee, said Sorensen was 
selected "because he has the creden- 
tials needed to continue Stout's com- 
mitment to a unique blend of 
technical and liberal education" 

Sorensen will begin his duties on 
August 15, 1988. He replaces 
Chancellor Robert S. Swanson who 
retired from UW-Stout on March 20, 
1988. 

A native of Moline, 111., Sorensen 
received a baccalaureate degree in 
history and political science in 1964 
from Augustana College in Rock 
Island, 111., an M.S. in history in 
1967 from -Illinois State University, 
and his Ph.D. in American history in 
1973 from Michigan State University. 
Additionally, he attended the 
Harvard University Institute for 
Educational Management in 1981. 

Before coming to Winona State in 
1984, Sorensen was academic dean 
of Grand Valley State College in 
Allendale, Mich., for six years and, 
prior to that, assistant dean of the 
institution's College of Arts and 
Sciences from 1976 to 1978. He 
began his teaching career in 1968 as 
an American history instructor at 
Tri-State College, Angola, Ind. In 
1970, Sorensen joined Grand Valley 
State as a history instructor, was 
named assistant professor, in 1972 
and associate professor and depart- 
ment chair in 1975. 

Charles Sorensen and his wife, 
Toni, have three daughters: 
Elizabeth, 19; Heather, 15; and 
Jennifer, 14. 



Students Pursue International Studies Specialties 



The international studies 
specialization program, introduced in 
the 1987/88 academic year, has been 
well received by participating 
students at Stout. 

Complementing many of the 

majors offered at Stout, the 

specialization includes options in 

international business; international 

tourism; clothing, textiles and 

fashion; language studies; area 

studies; and comparative education.

With 
his particular age, the Foundation 
could guarantee him a 9.1 percent 
lifetime annuity rate— three times the 
return he was formerly getting! The 
rate paid to individuals is established 
by the national Council on Gift 
Annuities and is determined from 
actuarial tables which factor in the 
donor's age. 

Not only did this alumnus triple 
his annual income from this asset, 
but he also gained an immediate 
income tax deduction from the gift. 
He also received the satisfaction of 
knowing that a fund would be 
established in his name, at his 
death, to provide scholarship 
support for UW-Stout students.

Attribute to 

High Placement Rates 

Placement rates for the 1986-87 
year may be the best ever, 
according to Bob Dahlke, director of 
Stout's Career Planning and 
Placement Office. Graduates from 
bachelor's programs placed 96.62 
percent and 92.8 percent of these 
categorized themselves as placed in 
their major field of study or a related 
field. 

Dahlke attributed Stout's high 
placement rates to a number of 
factors, one of which was the quality 
"work ethic" students possess. 
"Industry keeps talking about the 
work ethic and Stout personifies 
that," he said. "That is the single 
most common thing that I hear. 
Employers are after the work ethic." 

Dahlke credited Stout's specialized 
programs as offering students "an 
education that allows them to go to 
work day one," to "prepare for 
what the world needs." The high 
placement rates show that "Stout is 
staying in touch with what is needed 
out there." 

Other factors affecting placement 
rates included a 4 percent increase in 
the number of companies recruiting 
on campus in the past year and an 
increase in students participating in 
cooperative education as well as in 
the university's annual career 
conference. 

AAMA Accepts 

Stout Into Its 
Membership 

A long time goal of Stout's 
clothing, textile and design (CTD) 
program has finally been realized, 
reports Annette Fraser, CTD's 
program director. The American 
Apparel Manufacturers Association 
(AAMA) Education Committee has 
accepted the university into its 
membership. With the membership, 
the AAMA Education Committee, 
acting like an accrediting agency, 
will provide assistance in curriculum 
development for apparel 
management and technology degree 
programs. 

Membership is currently extended 
to nine institutions internationally. 
Fraser will serve as a committee 
representative.

Disabled women and girls, the 
"hidden majority," are "overlooked 
by both the feminist movement and 
disabled organizations" and "need 
to portray assertive independence in 
job seeking and keeping," according 
to authors Dr. Mary Hopkins-Best, 
Ann Yurcisin and Shirley Murphy in 
their book Reaching the Hidden 
Majority: A Leader's Guide to Career 
Preparation for Disabled 'Women and 
Girls. 

The guide features a series of self- 
directed exercises, activities, advice 
and resources, providing an effective 
training tool for teachers, trainers, 
vocational rehabilitation staff, 
parents and others. 

All three authors are Stout 
graduates, faculty members at UW-

Economic Development

Fisheries, near Danbury. 

Their award was one of eight 
projects, out of 59, approved for 
funding through a special $200,000 
appropriation from the legislature for 
economic development.

A home-care community-based 
hospice program has been 
established in Menomonie to provide 
support and care for persons in the 
last phases of incurable disease. 
Hospice Service of the Menomonie 
Area, Inc. is supported by financial 
contributions and volunteer 
professional services provided 
through the UW-Stout department of 
human development, family living 
and community educational service, 
and Myrtle Werth Medical Center, 
Menomonie. 



Dr. Janette Hare, associate 
professor, HDFLCES, serves on the 
Board of Directors of the hospice 
service and is volunteer trainer and 
consultant. Hare was instrumental in 
obtaining a $30,000 grant from the 
Otto Bremer Foundation for the 
hospice service. 

Research & Training 

"New Directions for Rehabilitation 
Facilities," a five-year, $672,000 per 
year, national research and training 
grant, was awarded to Stout's 
Research and Training Center 
effective March 1. The grant was 
written by staff of the Research and 
Training Center under the leadership 
of Daniel McAlees, Ph.D., center 
director, Fredrick Menz, Ph.D., 
research director and Darrell Coffey, 
Ed.D., training director. 

Grant monies will be used to 
develop effective models and 
strategies for rehabilitation facilities 
to implement community-based 
employment and rehabilitation of 
persons with physical disabilities and 
chronic mental illness.

Today, the community benefits a 
great deal by the many fund-raising 
activities sponsored by sororities and 
fraternities. The Alpha Omicron 
sorority has an ongoing project with 
the elderly at the Dunn County 
Health Care Center, and Kappa 
Lambda Beta also assists the elderly 
by shoveling snow for residents who 
are unable to do so. Alpha Phi 
sorority sells 25<t suckers to raise 
money for those in need of heart 
surgery, and the Delta Zeta sorority 
works with the hearing impaired. 
Phi Omega Beta will host a Snow 
Bowl football game the first week of 



March to support the Kinship 
Foundation. 

Currently, all but two of the 
twelve Greek organizations 
established at Stout exist. Many 
began as another entity and later 
became what they are today. 

Sigma Sigma Sigma Sorority: 

founded in March 1912 as 
Philomathean and, in April 1952, 
became Sigma Sigma Sigma. 

Alpha Sigma Alpha Sorority: 

formed in 1922 as the S.M.A. 
(Sociability, Music and Art) Society 
and became Alpha Sigma Alpha in 
April 1952. 

Delta Zeta Sorority: began as the 
Hyperion Society in March 1923 and, 
in April 1957, became Delta Zeta. 

Phi Omega Beta Fraternity: founded 



in 1927 as Stout's first men's social 
fraternity. 

Phi Sigma Epsilon Fraternity: began 
as the K.F.S. Society in the fall of 
1930, was recognized by 
administration in 1932; became Phi 
Sigma Epsilon in 1952. 



Alpha Phi Sorority: formed in 1934 
as Pallas Athene became Alpha Phi 
in April 1958. 



Sigma Tau Gamma Fraternity: 

formed in 1946 as the Phalanx 
became Sigma Tau Gamma, a 
national fraternity, in 1948. Stout 
faculty members John Jarvis, former 
Chancellor Robert Swanson and Bob 
Spinti all belonged to Sigma Tau 
Gamma. 



Alpha Phi Omega Fraternity: 

established in 1946 with membership 
limited to former Boy Scouts. It 
disbanded in the mid-70s. 

Chi Lambda Fraternity: formed in 
May 1956 to prove that college men 
could assemble socially and have a 
good time without alcohol. 

Kappa Lamda Beta Fraternity: began 
as G.D.I, in January 1963, changed 
to F.U.B.A.R. - Friendship, Unity, 
Brotherhood, Athletics and 
Recreation - in 1964 and, in 
February, 1965, became Kappa 
Lamda Beta.

Sorority: currently reorganizing and 
pending recognition by the national 
organization.
